This volume has accordingly 
been published by the Corresponding and Recording Secretaries and 
the chairman of the Committee on Publications. 

The abstracts of remarks made at the meetings of the Academy, 
which are printed in small type, or included within quotation-marks, 
have not been copied from the records of the Academy's proceedings, 
but furnished, at the request of the Recording Secretary, by the Fel- 
lows respectively by whom the remarks were made. The following
